Interesting Iteeol lections An tlien
ticity or tbe ftleckleubnrs' decla
ration.
Among the honored guests at the

ate Celebration at Charlotte was Mr
James Belk, of Union county, in this
State, tho more than Centennarian.
Mr. Belk is a mau of fine intelligence,
well preserved in mind and body.

Believing that Mr. Belk's recollec
tions of the events of the last century
would be interesting aJournal special
reporter interviewed him, and we
give, as concisely as we can, the an
swers to his interrogatories:

By family record m a Bible printed
in Edinburgh in 1720. it is stated
that he was born February 4th, 17G5
Five years ago, during the Spring
term of Union Superior Court, he was
a witness in Court to contradict the
plaintiff in a statement which the
plaintiff swore to, to the effect that
he, James Belk, as a magistrate had
given a judgment at some prior time
in favor of the plaintiff, in the case
then on trial, to-wi- t; Calvin Liny vs
Thomas Bichardson, upon which
judgment the plaintiff based his
action. The record of his age was
exhibited iu court. He was born and
raised where he now lives, in Union
county, which was formerly a part of
Mecklenburg. His recollection is
good. He lost his leg from the effects
of a wound inflicted bv accident witn

pitch-for- k. He named one of hia
sons, wlio is living, for Julius Alexan-
der, who was younger than himself by

considerable number of years. He
remembers the death of his father
who was wouuded in South Carolina,
during tne Revolutionary war. near
the North Carolina line, aud knows
tUat his mother found his father in
the woods ty the roadside. She took
him to their residence, and afterward
carried him to the residence of James
Belk's grand-fathe- r, for better care
and attention, where he died. He
remembers distinctly the meeting at
Mecklenburg Court House that made a
declaration of independence; heard his
parents talk of it after his father re
turned from the Court nouse: his
mo her cried because she tliDught it
would bring trouble. He was fright-
ened and this makes him remember it
though only ten years old. As he
grew up he often heard the 20th of
May Declaration spoken of and re-
members that tbe Besolves of the 31st
of May were spoken of as being sepa-
rate and distinct. He heard Julius
Alexander speak of the two meetings,
the 20th aud 31st, wheu Alexander
and he were young men.

He says that his recollection of these
events is more vivid than that of events
of thirty years ago.

He remembers the conduct of the
British soldiers, how, on one occasion,
they killed the cow of .a poor nephew
of his father and wrapped him up in
the wet hide, and his mothe- - kneeling
down to beg for his life, she thinking
they were going to kill him.

at the meeting of the corporators
named in the Act to incorporate said
Company, for'Che information of the
public submit the following synopsis
of some of the leading provisions of
this Act, with such explanatory state-
ments as are deemed pertinent:

The main stem of the proposed
Turnpike is to run from the City of
Wilmington or some point near the
city to a point uear the head of Lee's
Creek, sometimes called Bradley's
Cre k This is the shortest and most
direct route towards the ocean, and
the main stem is to be so located for
the obvious "reason that branches can
be run from its Eastern terminus or
from some point or points on its line
to Masonboro or to Greenville or Mid
dle Sound, south of said creek, or to
Wrightsville or to the Stokeley and
Newkirk places north of said Creek,
accommodating in equal degree as
nearly as is practicable the different
settlements of the coast that are with-
in moderate drives from Wilmington.

The roadway may be made of rock,
marl, shells or such other durable
material us rr.ay be considered proper
for the construction of a permanent
turnpike, and it is ascertained that
lime-ston- e rock, admirably adapted
for this work, is found in sufficient
quantities within short distances from
the first three miles of the main stem.

In all subscriptions to the stock
of tne company, the particular line of
road, (whether the main stem or any
particular branch) for the construction
of which any subscription is intended
shall be designated, and the several
subscriptions are to be applied exclu-
sively t the constructiou of the lines
so designated; ami all income and
profit derived from each particular
line of road are distributed exclusively
among the stockholders bv whom
such line of road was originally con-
structed. To this end the Company is
required to keep separate books or
accounts showing the net income de-
rived from the main stem and from
each particular branch.

The rate of tolls to bo charged for
the use of any part of the turnpike
is to be regulated by the Board of Di-
rectors; and as a protection against
trespassers , the act make 3 it a misde
meanor for any one to use any part of
the road without piymeut of toll, and
the offender is subject to a fine not
less than $2 or more than $5, and fail-
ure to pay such fine as may be impos-
ed by the Justice trying the case, the
Justice is required to imprison the
oilender in the workhouse not less
than five days nor more than twenty.
It is further provided, that any wilful
injury to any part of the road, or to
any bridge or other property of the.
company, shall be deemed a rnisde
meanor and punished by line and im-
prisonment.

The right to" charge tolls accrues to
soon as tlie roadway is opened, wheth-
er the same be completed as a turnpike
or not.

The shares of stock are 825 each.
The charter is for ninety-nin- e years,

and is in all respects as full and as lib-
eral as could be desired.

The main stem of the turnpike will
be less than five miles, and it is confi-
dently bebeved that so soon as this is
completed the stock will pay a divi-
dend of between ten and twenty per
cent. Wheu it is borne in mind that
the city of Wilmington is located on a
series of sand hills, and every road
leading from it is as sandy as well can
be, having now a population of nearly
twenty thousand and increasing from
year to year, aud without even one
re asonably good road by which a ride
into the country either on business or
for pleasure can be secured, is it not
manifest that the proposed turnpike to
the ocean must of necessity be very
largely used and 2atronized at all times
aud in all seasons of the year, and that
the income from its tolls must neces-
sarily be jlargJ? Such has been tne
result at all points similarly located,
and in this connection we beg eave to
give a few extracts from a letter re-

cently received from a gentleman in
Savannah, of much intelligence and
great practical experience who is
thoroughly familiar with our city and
its surrounding country.

Beferring to the tnrupike or shell
road from Savannah to Bonaventure
aud Thunderbolt, he says : "Tho
length of this road is, including the
route via Bonaventure, about
five miles, of which about three
miles is 25 feet wide aud the
other two miles 15 feet wide. The
cost of construction was about $3,000
per mile. There are no residences
either at Bonaventure or Thunderbolt,
like those on the sounds near Wilming-
ton, aud consequently the road re-
ceives very little income from the res-
idents at these points, but is support-
ed almost exclusively by the pleasure
drives. This road has paid regular
dividends of ten per cent, (there may
have been one dividend passed) al-

though there is a railroad running
from the city to the eastern end of the
turnpike, with branches to one or two
other points four or five miles further
from the city. The great merit of the
turnpike is that it costs but little to
keep it in order, and manage it, while
the expense of running, keeping in
order and managing the railroad
(which i run by steam from the city
limits) is thought to be more than its
trross receipts, although it transports
fartre numbers of passengers. Tile
turnpike from Savannah to Thunder-
bolt is one of the great attractions of
strangers to the city, and if the peo-
ple of Wilmington would induce vis-
itors, whether they are pleasure seek-
ers or invalids, to tarry in their city,
there is no investment they could
make that would pay better than a
good turnpike from their city to the
sea. It is an improvement in which
every property owner inWilmington is
interested and ought to be promptly,
made."

The fact as also the recommenda-
tions embodied in the foregoing- - ex-

tracts from the letter referred to,
should receive the earnest considera-
tion of the citizens and property own-
ers of Wilmington. Time out of mind
it has been a shame and a reproach to
Wilmington, that unlike any other
town in our country of even one-four- th

of its population, there has
been nothing like a reasonably fair
drife, either within or beyond its
limits. The proposed turnpike will
supply this great want of our city,
enable our citizens to visit the sea-
shore at their pleasure, in one-thir- d of
the time, at less than one-fourt- h of
the present cost, and without the wear
aud tear of horse, rider or vehicle, or
any other of the worrying annoyances
now incident to every drive beyond
the city limits. One of this
committee, who controls one of
the largest livery stables in
North Carolina, assures us that one
a good turnpike persons in any num-
bers can be carried to the seashore at
50 cents per head wiih more profit to
the carrier than they can over the
present roads at five times that sum;
and that regular lines of hacks or car

COMMERCIAL EPITOME Trade
